der of Augsburger. will not be used as 
n witness in the 
Laughlin 
case in 


event Prosecutor Dan B. Ninde follows 
out his present plans. He stated this 
morning that he hardly thought It'fair 
to the prisoner inasmuch as he was 
prevented from testifying against Ken- 
nedy. 


1 The jurors in the case are not being 
kept.together during the trial, but. are 
allowed by Judge p'Rourke to go to 
their homes at night with the admoni- 
tion not tj" discuss the evidence with 
any one. 
The most damaging testi- 


mony so far introduced by the stale 
is that, of Joe Schuitz,- who says he 
saw Laiigi/iin strike Augsburger with 
a billiard cue and afterward saw the 
bit; end fall to the floor. Ti.is is offset 
to a certain degree by the fact that 
the witness also said he saw Kennedy 
standing over the victim with a black- 
jack in his upraised hand. 


If the same-progress is made in pre- 


senting the testimony that has been 


in progress and neither saw a blow 
struck, but both heard the noise of 
breakin;, wood and heard what, they 
thought was the end of a broken cue 
fall to the floor. 


Their testimony in chief was very 


much shorter than at the trial of Ken 
nedy and in the cross-examination the 
defense devoted itself to an effort to 
ward placing the prisoner In such a 
position that he could not have ob 
tained a cue from Ihp rack and reach- 
ed Augsburger between the time the 
two witnesses started for the door 
and the time the death Mow was de- 
livered. There was no new develop- 
ment of any kind in the whole course 
of their testimony and 
both 
stuck 


closely to the first story they told, al- 
though their recollections on minor 
details were not as good as previously 
told. 


Johnson Takes Stand. 


Perry Johnson detailed in his testi- 


mony the fact that he met Arthur Cox 
early on the morning of Sept. 
C« and 


after visiting several other saloons 
they reached Kennedy's, where they 
played cards and pool nnd remained 
until the fight was in progress. 
The 


quarrel between Kennedy and Augs- 
burger was detailed and the defense 
brought out strongly the fact that the 
former angrily told the victim of the 
affair that lie would make him pay for 
the disputed drinks, emphasizing his 
demands with an oath. 


One point that may later play an 


important part in the trial is that none 
of the witnesses examined up to this 
time saw Milte Kennelly in the saloon 
before the difficulty was started, while 
it was going on or afterward. All said 
he may have been there, but they did 
not see him. 


Another feaLure of the testimony 


made during the day the trial will be 
finished in much shorter time than 
was occupied in the trial of John Ken- 
nedy*.

Men Imprisoned for Four 


Days in Pennsylvania 


Brought to Light. 


Johnstown, Pa., May 1—Taken from 


the dark recesses of a coal mine, 
where they had been imprisoned for 
over one hundred 
hours, the seven 


men taken from the Berwind-White 
mine, No. 38, at Foustwell, are lying 
in the Windber hospital, physically 
exhausted. 


The men were reached by rescuers 


about 10 o'clock last night, but were 
not brought out until an early hour 
today, the physicians fearing that 
sudden reaction 
from 
the nervous 


strain might have serious effect. 


Wanted to Go Home. 


Immediately on being brought out 


all the men wanted to go to theii 
homes and were taken to the hospita 
under protest. 
No 
food • was given 


them at first, but a stimulant in th 
form of brandy and water was admin 
istered. 


Soon after arriving at the hospita 


the exhausted men fell into a'soun< 
sleep and are only awakened whei 
the nurses administer hot broths am 
nourishment. 


The hospital physicians said today 


that the men would 
be able to be 


about in' a few days, but would be 
weak and unable to resume their reg- 
ular duties for a week or more.

Chicago, May I.—About, forty wom- 


en were injured today in a fire which 
broke out in the building at 255 Wa- 
bash avenue. The first floor was oc- 
cupied by the Storey ft Clark Piano 
company and the three upper floors by 
the Lotus Lunch Hub, which was pat 
ronized exclusively by women. 


When the flames were discovered 


fully 200 women, including the em- 
ployes, were in thn place and at the 
first, cry of fire an immediate panic 
ensued. A number of women leaped 
from the windows of the second and 
third stories to the street below. By 
far the greater 
number, 
however, 


rushed to the fire escape. This was 
tilled in a few seconds wilh a strug- 
gling mass of women, making desper- 
ate efforts to climb down. A number 
of them lost their holds nnd fell to the 
street and others were pushed .off. 


The flames, which 
started in the 


basement and ran up an elevator shaft 
with terrific speed, cut off a number . 
of women In the front 
part' of the 


building and about two-thirds of these, 
despite the warnings of the spectators, 
leaped to the ground. The others.who 
remained were taken out by the fire- 
men without being Injured. It is not 
believed that any of the women will 
die from their injuries, although this 
cannot be definitely established until 
after reports have been received from 
the hospitals to which 
they 
were 


taken. 


Mrs. 
Cecilia Malaney, one of the 


proprietors of the lunch room, was 
rescued by a fireman from one of the 
rear windows of the 
building, and 


after reaching the street declared that 
in her opinion that at least one em- 
ploye, 
Miss 
Mary 
Studemeyer, 25 


years old. and several patrons of the 
place had lost their lives either by 
suffocation by smoke or in the flames. 
The firemen could find no bodies in 
the building to substantiate the story 
of Mrs. Malaney, but. for a considera- 
ble time after Mrs. Malaney was taken 
out the flames prevented a thorough 
search of the building and the -woman 
was positive in her assertion that Miss 
Studemeyer and several others could 
not have escaped.

Teddy Ellis as a Witness. 


"Edward ~£lhs, commonly known us j 


Teddy, reported resplendent in a white 
jacket that bespoke his occupation as 
short order cook, and testilled that 
ho was chef at the Kennedy saloon 
last September and that on the morn- 
ing ot tho ::ixth LauRhlin was there 
about 7 o'clock. 
Ho recounted the 


coming of Augsburger and Barnes, 
the card game. i.ho dispute between 
Kennedy, Laughlin and Sam Augs- 
burger about the payment for tho 
drinks and the fact that he took two 
billiard cues from Laughlln. Beyond 
that point he said ho knew nothing 
ot the blows that were struck, insist- 
ing that, when the climax of tho dlfll- 
culty had been reached he was on his 
knees on tho floor 
picking 
up the 


d(shcs that had been broken by tho 
overturning ot the lunch counter. 


.Tho most important portion of tho 


testimony was tho detailing of a con- 
versation between Laughlln and the 
witness ns they, were carrying Augs- 
bnrgcr from tho saloon. In which Ellis 
stated: 
"He's had a bad blow," and 


the reply, "I ought to have killed tho 
i-! 
," Is attributed to the 


pjlBoner. 


Attorney Wilmer Leonard, in the 


cross examination, brought out the 
fact that Ellis had taken six drinks of 
whisky prior to the time the light was 
started ;tiid the further fact that Mike 
KenncHy wus in the saloou lying on a 
couch. 


Broken Cues in Saloon. 


There were broken billiard cues in 


the Kennedy saloon prior to Sept. C, 
according to Kills' testimony, a fact 
that was brought out in tho cross ex- 
amination, and there was also blood 
on the foot rail two or three feet from 
the west end of the bar. at a point 
where Augsburger was standing when 
Ellis last saw him.

Frank Jackson Succumbs 


to Self-Inflicted. Wound

Frank Jackson, 
tho 
former Fort 


Wayne blacksmith and horseman, who 
fired a bullet into his brain at Ossian 
Tuesday 
afternoon, 
died at 4:30 


o'clock, two hours after he made the

B. Wilson, describing himself as a 
"citizen of the state of Illinois." has 
asked the supreme court to decide if | 
the constitution is made entirely for 
rich men. 


Wilson's question appears in a pe- 


tition he has made to the court for a 
rehearing of his appeal for an injunc- 
tion against the purchase and con- 
struction of the Panama canal. 
The 


court handed down a decision during 
the winter against Wilson, but the 
petitioner accuses the president and 
Secretary Root of trying to amend the 
constitution by construction and does 
not mince words in expressing his 
views of the policy of an "ambitious 
executive," who is trying to "commit 
the country to unconstitutional pro- 
jects. 


"The part In this process assigned 


to the court," says Wilson, "Is that 
from time to time judges should in di- 
rect violation of their oaths of office 
falsely declare from ihe bench that 
the 
constitution means what 


know it does not." 


Quoting one of his reasons alleged 


by the court why the prayer of the 
bill should he denied—namely: tTiat 
"thfi amount of complainant's internst 
Is not disclosed." Wilson asks: 


"Does the court really mean to com- 


mit itself to the proposition that it 
would listen to a petition of this char- 
acter from the president of the whisky 
trust and grant, him relief, but would 
not do tho same thing for a lawyer or 
a blacksmith, or a farmer?"

Homeless Persons Describe Terrific 


Eruption of Volcano. 


Messina, Sicily, May 1.—Some of the 


inhabitants of the Island of Stromboli 
who have fled from there and reached 
this city describe the eruption of the 
Stromboli volcano as terrific. The de- 
onations were deafening. Red, burn- 
ng stones, ashes and cinders 
were 


brown up 1,000 feet over the top of 
iho volcano, which is 3,040 feet above 
:he level of the sea, and formed an 
immense dark umbrella-shapert cloud.

WILSON EXPLAINS. 


Chicago. May 1.— "The suit, simply 


sought to establish the proposition of 
law whether congress has a right to 
authorize and make such expenditures 
under the powers granted and dele- 
gated to it by the constitution," said 
Mr. Wilson last night in explanation 
of his arraignment of the judges of 
the court. "I cannot, conceive that tho 
constitution grants any such powers. 
To my mind, such powers are to be 
given only by an amendment of the 
constitution, but the court disagrees 
with me. It seems to hold with those 
who favor the present policy, as we 
see it applied In many Instances, of 
assuming powers not delegated and 
then putting the question of legality 
up to the courts. 


"This policy is in pursuance with

Harisburg, October 14, 190G.
